AMENDMENT TO THE KERALA UNIVERSITY FIRST ORDINANCES, 1978 

In exercise of the powers conferred on the Syndicate by virtue of Section 36 of the Kerala University Act, 1974, 
the Syndicate at its meeting held on 27-9-2012 and 31-12-2012 has made the following amendment to the Kerala 
University First Ordinances, 1978. 

Amendment No. 234 

“That, in Chapter XVII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978, Schedule 127-Junior Foreman under 
University Press, Column No. 06. Qualification (Technical) be substituted to read as follows: 

Qualification (Technical) 

( 6 ) 

1. KGTE or MGTE Lower in Composing, Printing and Binding and Higher Grade in the subject concerned. 

(OR) 

National Trade Certificate in Compositor Hand (Hand Compositor and Proof Reading), Letter Press Machine 
Minder (Printing Machine Operator) and Book Binding and Higher Grade in the subject concerned. 

2. 18 months experience in a printing establishment. 
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The above amendment to the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978 was considered and adopted by the Senate 
at its meeting held on 6th March, 2013 as envisaged under Section 37 (1) of the Kerala University Act, 1974.

AMENDMENT TO THE KERALA UNIVERSITY FIRST ORDINANCES, 1978 


In exercise of the powers conferred on the Syndicate by virtue of Section 36 of the Kerala University Act, 1974, 
the Syndicate at its meeting held on 27-9-2012 has made the following amendment to the Kerala University First 
Ordinances, 1978. 

Amendment No. 235 

“That, in Chapter VII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978, conduct of Examinations, Clause 21(1) be 
substituted to read as “A candidate who has appeared at an examination may apply to the Controller of Examinations for 
Scrutiny of his marks ie., for checking whether any answers had been not given marks and whether there are mistakes in 
totaling. Such applications, if any, shall be made within one month from the date of publication of the results of the 
examination in the University Office and shall be accompanied by University chalan receipt with the prescribed fee of 
? 100 per paper. The fee paid shall be for Scrutiny alone”. 

Amendment No. 236 

“That, in Chapter VII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978, conduct of Examinations, Clause 22— 
Revaluation of Answer Books at the University Examinations, the following be substituted to read as 22(2)”. 

“Every application for revaluation shall be addressed to the Controller of Examinations and received at the 
University Office within 15 days from the date of publication of results of the Examinations concerned or within ten days 
from the date of receipt of mark list at the respective centre of examination with a fee of ? 200 only (Rupees Two hundred 

only) per answer script, in such manner and subject to such conditions as the University may, from time to time specify. 

Belated and incomplete applications will not be entertained”. 

Amendment No. 237 

“That, in Chapter VII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978—conduct of Examinations, Clause 22— 
Revaluation of Answer Books at the University Examinations, the following be inserted after Clause 22 (3). 

22 (4) (i) The time limit for giving revaluation result will be 60 days from the last date for receipt of application as 

provided in Clause 22(2) of Chapter VII of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978 as amended. 

(ii) The remuneration, to teachers, for the revaluation work shall be paid by spot payment system. 

(iii) The remuneration to teachers of revaluation will be ? 30 per paper. 

(iv) Transmission charges will be provided, if necessary. 

(v) Photocopy of the answer script will be provided, if necessary to the candidate, on payment of ? 500 per 

paper and the same shall be submitted before the last date fixed for applying revaluation. 

(vi) Those who are applying for revaluation and photocopy of answer script, shall apply for the same through 
separate applications and submit in one envelop by remitting the fee separately”. 

Amendment No. 238 

“That, in Chapter IV of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978—Levy of fees by the University, D. Other 
fees—the following be substituted in Sub Clause 22”. 

“22—For revaluation of each of the University Examination—? 200”. 

Amendment No. 239 

“That, in Chapter IV of the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978— Levy of fees by the University, D. Other 
fees—the following be inserted under Sub Clause 22 as 22(1) & 22(ii). 
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(i) Fee for scrutiny of each paper of University Examination ? 100. 

(ii) Fee for photocopy of the answer scripts shall be ? 500 per answer script. Photocopy shall be given to the 
candidate only after revaluation, when revaluation on answer script is applied”. 

The above amendment to the Kerala University First Ordinances, 1978 were considered and adopted by the Senate 
at its meeting held on 6th March, 2013 as envisaged under Section 37 (1) of the Kerala University Act, 1974.

AMENDMENT TO THE REGULATIONS RE LATING TO THE ADMISSION OF STUDENTS 
TO THE VARIOUS COURSES OF STUDIES AND EXAMINATIONS 

The Academic Council at its meeting held on 22-11-2012 considered and resolved to approve the amendment 
proposal to include the eligibility criteria and minimum percentage of marks for admission to M. A. Degree Course in 
Public Administration in the affiliated colleges as per the recommendation of the Chairman, Board of Studies in Political 
Science (PG) and as endorsed by the Dean, Faculty of Social Sciences. 

Amendment 

“That, in the Regulations relating to the Admission of Students to the Various Courses of Studies and 
Examinations, in clause 9 ‘minimum requirements for admission’ under sub-clause ‘g’ after XVI—‘M.A. Music’ the 
following be added as XVII—M.A. ‘Public Administration’. 

XVII M.A. (Public Administration) 

“Bachelors’ Degree in any subject irrespective of Faculty, recognized by the University of Kerala, securing not less 
than 45% (Forty five percentage) marks for part III—Optional Subjects.” 

The above amendment to the Regulations relating to the admission of students to the various courses of studies 
and examinations was laid before the Senate at its meeting held on 6th March, 2013 and the House considered and 
adopted the amendment to the Regulations as envisaged under Section 39 (1) of the Kerala University Act, 1974.
